On his return to Nor­ 
way Nansen took the preliminary steps 
toward fitting out an expedition for the 
discovery of the north pole, and the 
Fram was planned and 
constructed. 
Sne is generally classed 
as a three- 
masted sailing schooner, but she had a 
160 horse-power steam engine in ad­ 
dition to her sails. Her displacement 
was 800 tons, and her sides were so 
constructed as to force all ice meeting 
the vessel to pass underneath her, thus 
preventing “pinching” and “screwing” 
The Norwegian parliament allowed 
Nansen about $52,000 to fit out his craft, 
and in addition he was assisted in his 
work by many private subscriptions, 
ncluding one of $5,000 from King Os­ 
car. The Fram was launched Oct 26, 
892, at Laurwik, near Christiania. 
The expedition sailed from Chris­ 
tiania June 24. 1893, the doctor’s plan 
^eing to make for the New Siberian 
alands and head north until the Fram, 
by being imbedded in the ice, would 
be compelled to drift along the west 
coast of any island which might be 
found. 
Dr. Nansen sent a dispatch from Var- 
do August 23, 1895, reporting that on 
the 2d of that month he was about to 
sail into the Kara sea and that the 
Fram had behaved splendidly up to 
that stage of the journey, especially in 
forcing her way through the ice. 
A London dispatch dated March 4 
of last year announced that a letter 
dated Kjolleadord, February 24, had 
reached Hamerfest, Norway, announc­ 
ing that a telegraph inspector at a sta­ 
tion in the mountains, between Lebesy 
and Langford, had seen a balloon mov­ 
ing in a southerly direction and be­ 
lieved It was possibly carrying dis­ 
patches from Dr. Nansen, but until the 
foregoing dispatch no further news of 
the balloon of Dr. Nansen had been 
received. 
London, Feb. 14.—The reported dis­ 
covery by Dr. Nansen of the North Pole 
is much discussed in the press, both in 
London and, according to foreign tele­ 
grams, elsewhere, and the general opin­ 
ion seems to be somewhat skeptical, 
without denying the possibility of the 
truth of the report. 
But this report 
is held at least to indicate that Dr. Nan­ 
sen is safe and is returning. 
The

consider it strange that they should re­ 
ceive no word, as Dr. Nansen promised 
that that society should have the first 
news, and they have as yet received 
nothing.

Message of the British Colonial Secre­ 
tary to President Kroger Has Iten- 
sified the III Feeling—Suggested 
Reforms Not Likely to be Granted 
by the Boers. 
London, *Feb: 14.—The correspondent 
of the Times at Pretoria telegraphs: 
Cecil Rhodes’ return, the publication 
of Mr. Chamberlain’s dispatch, and the 
reply thereto of President Kruger have 
led people to believe that trouble is 
again impending. The government is 
undoubtedly much incensed at what is 
considered the discourtesy of Great 
Britain in publishing the Chamberlain 
dispatch before its delivery here. Its 
contents meet with the approval of no 
party. The Uitlanders regard the sug­ 
gested remedy as impracticable, 
un­ 
suitable, and tending to emphasize ex­ 
isting differences instead of healing 
them at Johannesburg. There is the 
best authority for stating that Presi­ 
dent Kruger’s reply to Mr. Chamberlain 
is really intended for home consump­ 
tion and does not imply a desire to rup­ 
ture negotiations. President Kruger is 
still anxious to visit England. The Hol­ 
landers and Germans are doing their 
best to prevent him. Bat the govern­ 
ment believes that a permanent agree­ 
ment is only possible by personal nego­ 
tiations between President Kroger and 
M. Chamberlain.’* 
The Standard says: “There is reason 
to believe that before accepting the in­ 
vitation to visit England 
President 
Kruger tried to stipulate that England** 
treaty of right of suzerainty should be 
open to discussion. 
The government 
refused to accede. We understand that 
President Kruger complained of the 
language of Lord Salisbury's speech to 
the Non-Conformist Unionist Associa­ 
tion.” 
The Daily News (liberal) in an editor­ 
ial says: “Mr. Chamberlain’s first mis­ 
take in dealing with the Transvaal is 
a bad one. The publication of his dis­ 
patch has stiffened President Kruger’s 
back. A crisis seems to be imminent 
again, and nobody can say how it will 
end.” 
Pretoria, Feb. 14.—The Staats Cou­ 
rant publishes the reply of President 
Kruger to the dispatch of Colonial Sec­ 
retary Chamberlain, which was gazet­ 
ted in london Feb. 7, and which was 
cabled at that time. Mr. Chamberlain’s 
dispatch proposed to President Kruger 
certain reforms which 
he deemed 
should be adopted by the Transvaal gov­ 
ernment, and invited President Kruger 
to london to discuss the subject. The 
Staats Courant considers that the situ­ 
ation has been greatly aggravated by 
fir.

Attorney General Makes a Reply to 
Monee Resolution of Jan. 7. 
Washington, Feb. 14.—Attorney Gen­ 
eral 
Harmon Thursday 
sent to the 
house a reply to 
the resolution of 
Jan. 7, requesting him to report what 
steps he has taken to enforce the law 
against trusts, combinations and con­ 
spiracies in restraint of trade. 
The 
attorney general says that several of 
the circuit courts have held that the 
Sherman anti-trust 
law, which used 
general terms, with no attempt to de­ 
fine them, made 
nothing 
unlawful 
which was not unlawful before, but 
merely provided punishment for such, 
agreements and conspiracies against 
trade and commerce as the courts have 
always refused to enforce between the 
parties. 
The result has been great 
doubt and uncertainty, and the failure 
of the law to accomplish its purpose. 
If it is proposed to persist in that pur­ 
pose, the attorney general suggests an 
amendment as shall leave no doubt 
about what it meant by monopolies, by 
attempting to monopolize and by con­ 
tracts, combinations and conspiracies 
in restraint of trade and business. 
Attorney General Harmon thinks the 
law should contain a provision like that 
of the interstate commerce law’ to pre­ 
vent the refusal of witnesses to an­ 
swer on the ground of self-incrimina­ 
tion, suggests the propriety of making 
the penalties of the 
law applicable, 
only to general officers, managers and 
agents, and not to subordinates, and 
says the difficulty of obtaining proof 
might be diminished, if not removed, 
by enacting as a rule of evidence that*, 
the purchase of combinations of anj£ 
form of enterprises in different states* 
which were competitive before such 
combination, should be prima facie evi­ 
dence of an attempt to monopolize. Int 
conclusion, the attorney general sets 
forth that if his department is expected 
to conduct investigations of alleged 
violations of the law, it must be provid­ 
ed with liberal appropriations.

Milton, Feb. 14—Two references 
Eave appeared in print concerning 
some rem arks I made tw o weeks since 
a t 
the meeting of the Old Settlers’ 
elub held in your city. 
As neither of 
these present correctly the facts on 
certain points which I then mentioned, 
I wish you would give room in your 
n ex t issue to the following statem ents: 
In referring to an exclamation made, 
undoubtedly on M ount Zion, by the 
commissary general of the American 
arm y pursuing in 1833 the Indians nu­ 
d er Blackhawk northw ard along the 
Rock river valley, I said th a t the 
thought uppermost then in this officer’s 
mind in regard to the planting 
of 
both 
the 
christian 
religion 
and 
common school learning in this beauti­ 
ful region, was realized w ithin six or 
seven years thereafter, for n ot far 
d istan t from the place w here he stood, 
th e first church in Rook county was 
organized, Aug. 13, 1838, fa a private 
house and this church 
afterw ards 
located in M itten; and private elem en­ 
tary schools were opened in 1937 or 
*38 a t Beloit and Janesville a t points 
visible In the landscspe. 
The 
next 
ehurch was organized a t Beloit, Deo. 
30th following. 
Religious services 
w ere held in the different tow ns prior 
to these dates; but I made no refer­ 
ence to them, only to th e organization 
of these churches and others in the 
oonnty, which held the 
meetings 
usually in school buildings. 
I stated th a t the first school in the 
tow n of Milton was a private one and 
w as opened In Dec. 1839 in a portion 
of a doable log house located a t Mil­ 
to n Junction; and th a t by th e fall and 
w inter of the next year another pri­ 
vate school and three pablio schools 
were kept in the town. Three or four 
of the teachers in these schools are 
still living. 
Besides these schools, I mentioned 
th e form ation of private and public 
ones in other parts of the county. In­ 
cluding the academies a t Beloit, Janes­ 
ville, Milton a ad Evansville, the be­ 
ginning of the high school system at 
Janesville and the opening of colleges 
in two of these tow ns. 
An item in 
reference to the higher Instructions 
sought early to be given a t Beloit, is 
very interesting. 
The citizens of 
th a t place, 
very soon often settling 
there, sent tw o of their num ber in 
1837 to solicit a charter for the *'Beloit 
Sem inary” from the territorial legisla­ 
tu re of Wisconsin which was then 
joined to Iowa. 
Thla legislature m et 
a t Burlington now in th e latter state, 
and these tw o delegatee from Beloit 
drifted in a "d u g out** down Rock 
liv er to its mouth and then took a 
steam boat ap the Mississippi to Bur- 
lington and were successful, in secur­ 
in g a charter for the first academic 
school held in the county.
